Numb: of Men and Women at the ſame Time into the 
ſame Houſe of Preparation, the Governors have been ob- 
liged to appoint an alternate Reception of the different 
Sexes; but they think it neceſſary to ſubmit to the public 
Judgment and Compaſſion, the great Expediency of pro- 
viding another Houſe for Preparation and Inoculation. 
By this happy Addition, Men and Boys, Women and Girls, 
would be received, at the ſame time, into the different 
Houſes; the Inconveniencies and Diſappointments, which 
now attend the preſent Condition of this Charity, would 


be prevented, and much greater Numbers of poor Sup- 
plicants would enjoy, what they ſo earneſtly deſire, the 


Benefit of Inoculation. But then, as a further Induce- 
ment to bountiful Contributions, it ſhould be obſerved, 
that as the Number of inoculated Patients increaſes (which 
common Humanity cannot but wiſh) x¶] Accommoda- 
tions at a new Expence mult be provided, in the Houſe 
of general Reception for the Patients in both Ways.
